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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 59-60 and 64-66 are pending. 

2. The rejection of claim 14 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jouault et al (of record, 
Glycobiology 11(8): 693-701, 2001; PTO 1449) has been obviated by cancelation of claim 14 in 
the amendment filed July 12, 201 1. 

3. The rejection of claim 14 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 20060233805 
(claimed earliest priority to September 20, 2002; PTO 892) has been obviated by cancelation of 
claim 14 in the amendment filed July 12, 201 1. 

4. The rejection of claims 14 and 61-63 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jouault 
et al (of record, Glycobiology 11(8): 693-701, 2001; PTO 1449) or US 20060233805 application 
(claimed earliest priority to September 20, 2002; PTO 892) each in view of US Pat No 5,028,592 
(of record, issued July 2, 1991; PTO 892) has been obviated by the amendment filed July 12, 
2011. 

5. The rejection of claims 14 and 58 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jouault et al 
(of record, Glycobiology 11(8): 693-701, 2001; PTO 1449) or US 20060233805 application 
(claimed earliest priority to September 20, 2002; PTO 892) each in view of Heck et al (of record, 
Proc Natl Acad Sci 93:4036-4039, April 1996; PTO 892) has been obviated by the amendment 
filed July 12,2011. 

6. The new matter rejection of claim 66 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, has been obviated by 
the amendment filed July 12, 201 1. 

7. The rejection of claim 65 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite has been 
obviated by the claim amendment filed July 12, 2011. 

8. The objection to claim 59 has been obviated by the claim amendment filed July 12, 201 1.
